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CONDITIONS OF SALE - AGREEMENT BETWEEN PROFILES IN 
HISTORY AND BIDDER 


Read This Part First 


BY EITHER REGISTERING TO BID OR PLACING A BID, THE BIDDER 
ACCEPTS THESE CONDITIONS OF SALEAND ENTERS INTO A LEGALLY, 
BINDING, ENFORCEABLE AGREEMENT WITH PROFILES IN HISTORY. 


The following terms and conditions constitute the sole terms and conditions 
under which Profiles in History (“Profiles”) will offer for sale and sell the property 
described in the Catalog. These Conditions of Sale constitute a binding agreement 
between the Bidder and Profiles with respect to the auction. By bidding at auction, 
whether in person, through an agent or representative, by telephone, facsimile, on- 
line, absentee bid, or by any other form of bid or by any other means, the Bidder 
acknowledges the thorough reading and understanding of all of these Conditions of 
Sale, all descriptions of items in the Catalog, and all matters incorporated herein by 
reference, and agrees to be fully bound thereby. 


NO BID MAY BE PLACED IN ANY MANNER UNLESS THE BIDDER 
HAS FULLY REVIEWED AND AGREES TO ALL OF THE “CONDITIONS 
OF SALE” EITHER PRINTED IN THE CATALOG OR ON-LINE, AS WELL 
AS THE TERMS OF THE REGISTRATION FORM. BY PLACING ANY 
BID, THE BIDDER REPRESENTS AND WARRANTS TO PROFILES THAT 
HE OR SHE HAS FULLY REVIEWED AND AGREES TO BE BOUND 
BY ALL OF THESE “CONDITIONS OF SALE” AND THE TERMS OF 
THE REGISTRATION FORM. WITHOUT SUCH REPRESENTATION, 
WARRANTY AND AGREEMENT, PROFILES WOULD NOT PERMIT THE 
BIDDER TO BID. 


Bidder and Profiles agree that any agreements between the Bidder and Profiles 
including but not limited to these Conditions of Sale are entered into in Los 
Angeles County, California, which is where the agreements are to be performed 
and the auction to take place, no matter where Bidder is situated and no matter 
by what means or where Bidder was informed of the auction and regardless of 
whether catalogs, materials, or other communications were received by Bidder in 
another location. Both Profiles and the Bidder agree that any disputes under these 
Conditions of Sale, the subject matter hereof, the entering into, or any aspect of the 
auction, shall be exclusively governed by California law, and that any and all claims 
or actions shall be brought and maintained only in Los Angeles County, California 
in a State or Federal Court to the exclusion of any other venue, locale or jurisdic- 
tion. All parties submit to such jurisdiction. Both Bidder and Profiles agree that 
these provisions are intended to be binding on all parties and that they shall solely 
control choice-of-law, venue and jurisdiction in the event of any dispute specifically 
including third party claims and cross-actions brought by either Profiles or Bidder, 
and that absent such agreement, Profiles would not permit Bidder to bid hereunder. 
Any violation of the terms of this Paragraph shall entitle the affected party to reason- 
able attorney fees and litigation costs in addition to all other available remedies, all 
of which remain reserved. The parties agree that Profiles shall be entitled to present 
these Conditions of Sale to a court in any jurisdiction other than set forth in this 
paragraph as conclusive evidence of the parties’ agreement, and the parties further 
agree that the court shall immediately dismiss any action filed in such jurisdiction. 
Notwithstanding any other provision herein, the prevailing party in any claim, 
dispute or litigation between the parties shall be entitled to an award of reasonable 
attorney fees and costs of litigation. 


Unless otherwise set forth in the Catalog, all property will be offered by Profiles 
solely as agent for the seller or consignor of the property and not on its own 
behalf. 


Profiles is in compliance, to the fullest extent possible, with California procedures 
regarding the bonding of auctioneers. 


1. Final Bid Price, Purchase Price and Payment. The term, “Final Bid Price” 
means the amount of the highest bid acknowledged and acceptable to Profiles. The 
term, “Purchase Price” means the sum of (1) the Final Bid Price; (2) a premium 
payable by the successful Bidder (also referred to throughout these Conditions of 
Sale as “Buyer”) equal to eighteen percent (18%) of the Final Bid Price [discounted 
to fifteen per cent (15%) of the Final Bid Price if paid in full in cash or by valid 
check]; or twenty percent (20%) if bid on and won through eBay Live Auctions; 
(3) applicable taxes (including California and local sales tax and/or compensating 
use tax based upon the purchase price unless exempted by law and/or where Buyer 
presents an original, valid resale certificate with a copy for Profiles’ records from the 
California State Board of Equalization); (4) shipping, handling and insurance cover- 
age if requested by Buyer and agreed upon by Profiles. Profiles may accept current 
and valid VISA, MasterCard, Discover and American Express credit or debit cards 
for payment but under the express condition that any property purchased by credit 
or debit card shall not be refundable, returnable, or exchangeable, and that no credit 
to Buyer’s credit or debit card account will be issued under any circumstances. The 
last sentence constitutes Profiles’ “official policy” regarding returns, refunds, and 
exchanges where credit or debit cards are used. For payment other than by cash, 
delivery will not be made unless and until full payment has been actually received 
by Profiles, i.e., check has fully cleared or credit or debit card funds fully obtained. 
Profiles has been authorized by the seller or consignor to retain, as partial remu- 
neration, the premium set forth as number (2) in this paragraph. Unless otherwise 
agreed in a writing signed by Profiles, payment in full is due within seven calendar 
days of the auction or within five calendar days of the invoice date, whichever 
is later. PROFILES SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT, AND THE SUCCESSFUL 
BIDDER HEREBY UNCONDITIONALLY AND IRREVOCABLY PRE- 
AUTHORIZES PROFILES, TO CHARGE FROM AND COLLECT ALL 
AMOUNTS OWED FROM ALL CREDIT AND/OR DEBIT ACCOUNTS 
IDENTIFIED TO PROFILES BY THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER PRIOR TO 


BIDDING IN THE EVENT THAT THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER DOES NOT 
MAKE TIMELY PAYMENT UNDER THESE CONDITIONS OF SALE. IN 
SUCH EVENT, THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER AUTHORIZES PROFILES TO 
COLLECT ALL AMOUNTS OWED FROM ANY OF SAID ACCOUNTS. 
AND THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER SHALL NOT CONTEST ANY SUCH 
CREDIT OR DEBIT ACCOUNT CHARGE ON THE GROUND THAT 
PROFILES WAS NOT SO AUTHORIZED. 


2. Title. On the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, title to the offered lot will pass to 
the highest bidder acknowledged by the auctioneer but fully subject to Buyer’s com- 
pliance with all of the terms of the Conditions of Sale and the Registration Form. 


3. Rights Reserved. Profiles reserves the right to withdraw any lot before or at 
the time of the auction, and/or to postpone the auction of all or any lots or parts 
thereof, for any reason. Profiles shall not be liable to any Bidder in the event of such 
withdrawal or postponement under any circumstances. Profiles reserves the right to 
refuse to accept bids from anyone. 


4. Auctioneer’s Discretion. Profiles shall determine opening bids and bidding increments. The 
auctioneer has the right in its absolute discretion to reject any bid in the event of dispute between 
bidders or if the auctioneer has doubt as to the validity of any bid, to advance the bidding at its 
absolute discretion and to determine the successful bidder in the event ofa dispute between bidders, 
to continue the bidding or to reoffer and resell the lot in question. In the event of a dispute after 
the sale, Profiles’ record of final sale shall be conclusive. The auctioneer also may reject any bid and 
withdraw the lot from sale if the auctioneer decides either that any opening bid is below the reserve 
(see paragraph 5 below) of the lot or article or that an advance is insufficient. Unless otherwise 
announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, no lots may be divided for the purpose of sale. 


5. Reserves. Lots may be subject to a reserve which is the confidential minimum price below 
which the lot will not be sold. Although the auctioneer may open the bidding on any lot below 
the reserve by placing a bid on behalf of the seller, Profiles reserves the right to protect the reserve 
by bidding through the auctioneer and continuing to bid on behalf of the seller up to the reserve 
amount either through consecutive bids or by placing bids in response to other bidders. Consignors 
may not bid on their own lots or property. If the consignor is indebted to or has a monetary guar- 
antee from Profiles in certain circumstances, Profiles may have an interest in an offered lot and the 
roceeds therefrom apart from Profiles’ commissions, and Profiles may bid thereon to protect such 
interest. In such instance, Profiles is entitled to its standard commission rate when a lot is “bought- 
in” to protect its interest. 


6. Risk and Responsibility: Agency. The buyer shall, once deemed the highest bidder on the 
all of the auctioneer’s hammer, bear all risk and responsibility for the lot, and neither Profiles, its 
agents nor employees, shall thereafter be liable for any loss or damage to the property. The buyer will 
also be required to sign a confirmation of purchase at such time if requested by the auctioneer. All 
bidders are deemed to be acting as principals unless Profiles acknowledges in writing prior to the 
auction that the bidder is acting as agent for another party. In the absence of such written acknowl- 
edgment, the bidder guarantees payment of the Purchase Price of a successful bid. 


7. Possession and Removal; Charges. No portion of any lot may be removed from 
the premises or possession transferred to Buyer unless Buyer has fully complied 
with these Conditions of Sale and the terms of the Registration Form, and unless 
and until Profiles has received the Purchase Price funds in full. Notwithstanding 
the above, all property must be removed from the premises by Buyer at his or her 
sole expense not later than seven (7) calendar days from the invoice date. If all or 
any property has not been so removed within that time, in addition to any other 
remedies available to Profiles all of which are reserved, a handling charge of one 
percent (1%) of the Purchase Price per month will be assessed and payable to Profiles 
by Buyer, with a minimum of five percent (5%) assessed and payable to Profiles by 
Buyer for any property not removed within sixty (60) days. Profiles shall addition- 
ally have the option, in its sole discretion, of transferring any of such property to a 
public warehouse at the full risk and expense of Buyer. Profiles, in addition, reserves 
the right to impose a late charge of fifteen percent (15%) per year on the Purchase 
Price if Buyer does not make full payment in accordance herewith. Profiles and 
Buyer acknowledge and agree that these charges are reasonably imposed to partially 
compensate Profiles for losses and expenses associated with any such delays. 


8. Off-Site Bidding. Bidding by telephone, facsimile-transmission (fax-in), on-line, 
or absentee bidding (advance written bids submitted by mail) are offered solely 
as a convenience and permitted subject to advance arrangements, availability, and 
Profiles’ approval which shall be exercised at Profiles’ sole discretion. Neither Profiles 
nor its agents or employees shall be held liable for the failure to execute bids or for 
errors relating to any transmission or execution thereof. In order to be considered 
for off-site bidding in any manner, Bidders must comply with all of these Conditions 
of Sale and the terms contained on the Registration Form. 


9. Profiles’ Remedies. Failure of the Bidder/Buyer to comply with any of these 
Conditions of Sale or the terms of the Registration Form, is an event of default. 
In such event, Profiles may, in addition to any other available remedies specifically 
including the right to hold the defaulting Bidder/Buyer liable for the Purchase Price 
or to charge and collect from the defaulting Bidder/Buyer’s credit or debit accounts 
as provided for elsewhere herein: (a) cancel the sale, retaining any payment made by 
the Buyer as damages (the Bidder/Buyer understands and acknowledges that Profiles 
will be substantially damaged should such default occur, and that damages under 
sub-part (a) are necessary to compensate Profiles for such damages; (b) resell the 
property without reserve at public auction or privately; (c) charge the Bidder/Buyer 
interest on the Purchase Price at the rate of one and one-half per cent (1.5%) per 
month or the highest allowable interest rate; (d) take any other action that Profiles, 
in its sole discretion, deems necessary or appropriate to preserve and protect Profiles’ 
rights and remedies. Should Profiles resell the property, the original defaulting buyer shall 
be liable for the payment of any deficiency in the purchase price and all costs and expenses 
associated therewith , including but not limited to warehousing, sales-related expenses, rea- 
sonable attorney fees and court costs, commissions, incidental damages and any other charges 
due hereunder which were not collected or collectable. INTHE EVENT THAT SUCH

BUYER IS THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER ON MORE THAN ONE LOT AND PAYS

Profiles shall have the benefit of 
all rights of a secured party under the Uniform Commercial Code (U.C.C.) as adopted 
by the state of California. 


10. Warranties. PROFILES DOES NOT PROVIDE ANY WARRANTIES TO 
BIDDERS OR BUYERS, WHETHER EXPRESS OR IMPLIED, BEYOND 
THOSE EXPRESSLY PROVIDED FOR IN THESE CONDITIONS OF 
SALE. ALL PROPERTY AND LOTS ARE SOLD “AS IS” AND “WHERE 
IS”. BY WAY OF ILLUSTRATION RATHER THAN LIMITATION, 
NEITHER PROFILES NOR THE CONSIGNOR MAKES ANY REPRE- 
SENTATION OR WARRANTY, EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, AS TO MER- 
CHANTABILITY OR FITNESS FOR INTENDED USE, CONDITION OF 
THE PROPERTY (INCLUDING ANY CONDITION REPORT), COR- 
RECTNESS OF DESCRIPTION, ORIGIN, MEASUREMENT, QUALITY, 
RARITY, IMPORTANCE, EXHIBITION, RELEVANCE, ATTRIBUTION, 
SOURCE, PROVENANCE, DATE, AUTHORSHIP, CONDITION, CUL- 
TURE, GENUINENESS, VALUE, OR PERIOD OF THE PROPERTY. 
ADDITIONALLY, NEITHER PROFILES NOR THE CONSIGNER MAKES 
ANY REPRESENTATION OR WARRANTY, EXPRESS OR IMPLIED, 
AS TO WHETHER THE BUYER ACQUIRES RIGHTS IN COPYRIGHT 
OR OTHER INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY (INCLUDING EXHIBITION 
OR REPRODUCTION RIGHTS) OR WHETHER THE PROPERTY IS 
SUBJECT TO ANY LIMITATIONS SUCH AS ‘DROIT MORALE’ (MORAL 
RIGHTS) OR OTHER RIGHTS AFFECTING WORKS OF ART. PRO- 
FILES DOES NOT MAKE ANY REPRESENTATION OR WARRANTY 
AS TO TITLE. 


All descriptions, photographs, illustrations, and terminology including but not 
limited to words describing condition (including any condition reports requested 
by Bidder), authorship, period, culture, source, origin, measurement, quality, rarity, 
provenance, importance, exhibition, and relevance, used in the catalog, bill of sale, 
invoice, or anywhere else, represent a good faith effort made by Profiles to fairly 
represent the lots and property offered for sale as to origin, date, condition, and 
other information contained therein; they are statements of opinion only. They 
are not representations or warranties and Bidder agrees and acknowledges that he 
or she shall not rely on them in determining whether or not to bid or for what 
price. Price estimates (which are determined well in advance of the auction 


consignor’s warranty of title and any other representations and warranties made by 
the consignor for the Buyer’s benefit. In the event that Buyer proves in writing 
to Profiles’ satisfaction that there was a breach of the consignor’s warranty of title 
concerning a lot purchased by Buyer, Profiles shall make demand upon the con- 
signor to pay to Buyer the Purchase Price (including any premiums, taxes, or other 
amounts paid or due to Profiles). Should the consignor not pay the Purchase 
Price to Buyer within thirty days after such demand, Profiles shall disclose the 
identity of the consignor to Buyer and assign to Buyer all of Profiles’ rights against 
the consignor with respect to such lot or property. Upon such disclosure and 
assignment, all responsibility and liability, if any, of Profiles with respect to said lot 
or property shall automatically terminate. Profiles shall be entitled to retain the 
premiums and other amounts paid to Profiles - this remedy is as to the consignor 
only. The rights and remedies provided herein are for the original Buyer only 
and they may not be assigned or relied upon by any transferee or assignee under 
any circumstances. Lots containing ten or more items are not returnable under 
any circumstances. 


The exercise of rights under this Section 13 must be made, if at all, within thirty 
(30) days of the date of sale. 


14. Profiles’ Additional Services. For Buyers who do not remove purchased 
property from Profiles’ premises, Profiles, in its sole discretion and solely as a ser- 
vice and accommodation to Buyers, may arrange to have purchased lots packed, 
insured and forwarded at the sole request, expense, and risk of Buyer. Profiles 
assumes no and disclaims all responsibility and liability for acts or omissions in 
such packing or shipping by Profiles or other packers and carriers, whether or 
not recommended by Profiles. Profiles assumes no and disclaims all responsibility 
and liability for damage to frames, glass or other breakable items. Where Profiles 
arranges and bills for such services via invoice or credit card, Profiles will include 
an administration charge. 


15. Headings. Headings are for convenience only and shall not be used to inter- 
pret the substantive sections to which they refer. 


16. Entire Agreement. These Conditions of Sale constitute the entire agreement 
between the parties together with the terms and conditions contained in the 
Registration Form. They may not be amended, modified or superseded except 
in a signed writing executed by all parties. No oral or written statement _by 
anyone employed by Profiles or acting as agent or representative of Profiles may 
amend, modify, waive or supersede the terms herein unless such amendment. 
waiver or modification is contained in a writing signed by all parties. If any part 
of these Conditions of Sale are for any reason deemed invalid or enforceable, the 
remaining portions shall remain fully enforceable without regard to the invalid or 
unenforceable provisions.

In no event shall 
Profiles be liable for incidental, special, indirect, exemplary or consequential dam- 
ages of any kind, including but not limited to loss of profits, value of investment 
or opportunity cost. 


12. Unauthorized Statements. UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES IS ANY 
EMPLOYEE, AGENT OR REPRESENTATIVE OF PROFILES AUTHO- 
RIZED BY PROFILES TO MODIFY, AMEND, WAIVE OR CONTRADICT 
ANY OF THESE TERMS AND CONDITIONS, ANY TERM OR CON- 
DITION SET FORTH ON THE REGISTRATION FORM, ANY WAR- 
RANTY OR LIMITATION OR EXCLUSION OF WARRANTY, ANY 
TERM OR CONDITION IN EITHER THE REGISTRATION FORM 
OR THESE TERMS AND CONDITIONS REGARDING PAYMENT 
REQUIREMENTS, INCLUDING BUT NOT LIMITED TO DUE DATE, 
MANNER OF PAYMENT, AND WHAT CONSTITUTES PAYMENT IN 
FULL, OR ANY OTHER TERM OR CONDITION CONTAINED IN

13. Buyer’s Remedies. This section sets forth the sole and exclusive remedies 
of Buyer in conformity with Sections 10 (“Warranties”) and 11 (“Limitation of 
Damages’) herein, and is expressly in lieu of any other rights or remedies which 
might be available to Buyer by law. The Buyer hereby accepts the benefit of the

Before you bid, you must read the Conditions of Sale, immediately preceding 
these pages. They represent a contract between Profiles and you, and they contain 
important terms and conditions such as jurisdiction, payment terms, warranties 
and remedies. The Conditions of Sale are controlling over these general guide- 
lines in the event of any conflicts between their respective terms. 


EsTIMATE PRICES 

In addition to descriptive information, each entry in the catalog includes a price 
range which reflects opinion as to the price expected at auction. These are based 
upon various factors including prices recently paid _at_auction for comparable 
property, condition, rarity, quality, history, provenance. Estimates are prepared well 
in advance of the sale and subject to revision. Estimates do not include the buyer’s 
premium or sales tax (see under separate heading). See Paragraph 10 of the 
Conditions of Sale for important restrictions as to reliance on estimated prices. 


RESERVES 

The reserve is the minimum price the seller is willing to accept and below which 
a lot will not be sold. This amount is confidential and will not exceed the low 
pre-sale estimate. 


OWNED OR GUARANTEED PROPERTY 
Profiles in History generally offers property consigned by others for sale at public 
auction; occasionally, lots are offered that are the property of Profiles in History. 


Buyer’s PREMIUM AND SALES TAX

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THe Larry RAFFERTY COLLECTION OF Firm Directors AUTOGRAPHS Autograph expert Larry Rafferty has been collecting 
directors’ autographs for over 30 years. His passion for film began in the 1970s when he helped run a small movie theater that 
screened classic films, mostly from the 1930s and 1940s, and he quickly began to appreciate the film masterpieces of Hollywood’s 
golden age.

Originating in the art department of Selznick Studio’s Production Designer William Cameron 
Menzies, this exquisite scene sketch depicts not only Tara but also Scarlett and her father Gerald, and is truly one of the most important pieces of 
original Gone With the Wind production artwork to ever appear on the market. 


Accomplished in watercolor on art board and measuring 35 % in. x 27 % in., the stunning beauty of this art is quite apparent. In fact, the view 
depicted makes this an iconic Gone With the Wind scene. Even though there were many impressive scene renderings done for the film, the very 
image painted here of Scarlett and her father gazing at their beloved Tara lifts this sketch above most all of the others. 


David O. Selznick is considered by many to have actually created the position of Production Designer. While Lyle Wheeler was the art director 
on most of the Selznick International pictures from 1936 to 1940, on a film as huge as Gone With the Wind Selznick felt he needed someone who 
could artfully envision the entire production scene by scene. He believed this new way of mapping out a picture shot-by-shot would save time 
during production, and allow him to virtually cut the film in advance. Selznick was impressed when Menzies helped Wheeler on The Adventures of 
Tom Sawyer by coming up with a more impressive design for the cave sequences in the picture. When it came time to do GWTW, the producer 
brought Menzies in to head up the art department as Production Designer. Menzies would go on to become one of the most respected designers 
in the business. 


During pre-production some 2,500 to 3,000 sketches were turned out by Menzies’ team with most of the more impressive pieces being done by 
Menzies, “Mac” Johnson and Dorothea Holt. While a great many of the total number of sketches were unsigned, after researching other artwork 
done for Gone With the Wind and the styles of the artists on Menzies’ team, we believe that this painting was executed either by William Cameron 
Menzies or “Mac” Johnson. 


Most important, however, is the irrefutable time-line of this vintage piece. As one of the finest sketches created for this landmark film, this very 
piece of artwork was featured on the front cover of The Atlanta Journal’s Sunday Magazine on December 10, 1939 (see Frankly, My Dear... by Herb 
Bridges, p. 65) just days prior to the film’s Atlanta premiere. In addition, Lyle Wheeler can be seen holding this artwork at the Selznick studio in 
a photo published in Alan David Vertrees’ book, Selznick’s Vision. (See accompanying photo). While the painting shows minor age toning, in the 
Gone With the Wind universe, this one-of-a-kind artwork gives new meaning to the word “superlative.”

All of the rest, residue and 
remainder of my estate, real, personal or mixed, I give, devise 
and bequeath to my beloved wife, Kathleen G. Gable.” Along 
with Gable’s signature on page three, the will is also signed 


by three witnesses. Attached to the bottom of page three 
is a signed, partly printed and partly typed notary certificate 
that states (in part), “On September 19, 1955 before me, the 
undersigned, a Notary Public in and for said County and State, 
personally appeared Clark Gable known to me to be the person whose 
name is subscribed to the within instrament.” The will is accompanied by a Superior Court certified copy of Letters of Testamentary dated December 9, 
1960 naming and legally recognizing Kathleen G. Gable as the Executrix of her husband’s will.

DeMille took the sign in-the-sky as a good omen; he can be seen at the bottom of this paint- 
ing, pointing towards the sky and identifying it to his associate-producer, Henry Wilcoxon. Camels can be seen carrying camera equipment and 


reflectors; cameraman Loyal Griggs can be seen assisting script/supervisor Bernie Mosk over the rocks; and Charlton Heston (in desert costume) 
can be seen walking towards St. Catherine’s monastery in the distance to the right. In the middle distance, two men are shown looking at the sky 
in addition to DeMille and Wilcoxon. Photographer Ken Whitmore, who photographed the phenomenon and artist John Jensen, who was the 
only member of the illustrator unit to go to Egypt with DeMille, are also shown. 


After filming the documentary/preview trailer, this painting hung over DeMille’s desk in his Paramount office for the rest of his life. After his 
death, producer Henry Wilcoxon hung it in his office, and when he left Paramount in 1965, it hung over the mantle in his home until his passing 
in 1984. 


The painting remains in its original frame and has “H. Wilcoxon” written on the verso in pencil in Wilcoxon’s hand.

Bet the public brought it and it won an 
Academy Award. It only goes to prove that if you have enough money you can 
sell the public anything. The picture payed off but I understand there is little or no 
profit.

First, it is clearly labeled as the “Sea of Serenity”, then there is “Crater Bessel A” which has been 
circled by NASA mission planners as a landmark for the astronauts to use in verifying their position. To the left is a nautical mile scale, and above it is a 
countdown indicator of the time remaining before crossing over the landing site of Apollo 15. The area between the red lines indicates the photographic 
field of view for one of the missions cameras, the green line and all the area to the left indicates the field-of-view of the second camera. 


This one of a series of thirteen maps originally from the personal collection of Apollo 15 mission Commander Dave Scott. A copy of the original cer- 
tificate of authenticity from Commander Scott is included. In addition, Al Worden has hand signed an accompanying letter which describes in detail the 
incredible accomplishments of the Apollo 15 mission. To the best of our knowledge, this is the first tume a flown lunar map from the Apollo 15 mission 
has come onto the market. Lunar surface maps from Apollo 16 and 17 have previously been sold at auction, and have brought prices in the five-figure 
range.
